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Report  of  Board  of  Education. 


To  the  Ijihabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milford : 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Milford,  for  the  year  of  1883 
—  84. 

The  School  ytar  has  been  unmarked  by  any  especial 
event,  and  consequently  there  is  very  little  for  us  to  report. 
The  schools  ms  a  whole  have  been  very  successful  and  the 
teachers  have  given  eai-nest,  faithful  and  conscientious  work, 
and,  with  study  for  the  key-note,  industry  for  the  watch- 
word, progress  has  been  the  result.  While  our  Schools 
have  been  far  from  pei'fect,  we  think  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  they  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other 
towns.  It  is  impossible  with  the  number  of  scholars  we 
have  in  town  to  have  everything  in  perfect  running  order, 
but  during  the  past  year,  there  has  been  as  little  friction  as 
could  be  well  expected.  Thei-e  is  much  to  be  done  to  bring 
our  schools  to  the  high  ideal  we  wish  and  to  secure  the  de- 
sired result,  will  take  time,  patience,  perseverance,  and 
unanimity. 

We  have  endeavored  to  secure  the  best  teaching  talent, 
which  our  means  would  command ;  and  we  have  been 
reasonably  successful.  Those  teachers,  who  have  been  in 
our  schools  for  a  long  time  are  too  tried,  and  too  well- 
known,  to  need  any  woi'ds  of  commendation  here  ;  and  after 
giving  the  best  energies  of  heart,  and  brain  to  School  work, 
we  hope  that  their  reward  will  be  as  great,  as  their  work 
has  been  arduous  and  unselfish.  Our  young  teachers  have 
been  faithful,  and  devot^)d,  and  have  displayed  considerable 
aptness  in  their  methods  of  instruction,  and  we  feel  sure 
that  ai>;e,  and  experience,  will  <iive  them  those  qualities 
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which  make  the  successful  teacher,  and  which  so  many 
teachers  lack  in  their  first  efforts. 

We  have  made  as  few  changes  as  possible  in  our  teach- 
ers, retaining  the  old  ones,  where  we  could,  and  where  we 
were  obliged  to  supply  vacancies,  we  have  endeavored  to 
obtain  those  whom  we  thought  best  fitted  for  the  sittiations. 
In  getting  teachers,  we  have  been  troubled  by  the  fact  that 
other  towns,  pay  higher  wages  than  we.  A  single  personal 
incident  will  illustrate  our  meaning.  It  was  our  privilege 
to  visit  a  School  in  a  small  country  village,  in  a  town  of 
not  over  one  third  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  Milford, 
and  of  about  the  same  proportion  of  wealth,  and  there  we 
found  a  teacher  of  experience,  and  ability,  whom  we  thought 
would  be  suitable  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  one  of  our  Schools. 
In  talking  with  her,  we  found  that  in  a  school  much  small- 
er in  size,  with  less  care,  and  less  responsibility,  she  was 
getting  higher  wages  than  we  pay.  We  know  of  no  reas(»n 
why  Milford,  should  not  pay  the  same  wages,  for  the  same 
services,  as  other  towns.  To  do  this  the  length  of  the 
Schools  mast  be  shortened  or  a  larger  appropriation  made. 
We  do  not  think  it  best  to  shorten  the  Schools,  therefore 
we  recommend  a  larger  appropriation. 

The  High  School  has  done  thorough  and  systematic  work, 
its  teachers  have  been  earnest,  and  sincere,  and  we  feel  that 
good  results  have  been  reached.  At  the  close  of  the  sum- 
mer term,  quite  a  large  and  promising  class  graduated  from 
tiie  school,  the  names  of  wliom  will  be  found  in  another 
place. 

The  other  schools  both  in  the  village,  and  outside  have 
made  steady  progress,  and  have  maintained  the  reputation 
they  have  ahvays  had.  The  schools  in  the  village  are  so 
graded  that  the  scholar  passes  by  easy  steps  from  one  to 
another  and  into  the  High  School  without  difficulty,  if  he  or 
she  has  been  a  faithful  student ;  and  those  who  do  not 
care  to  take  the  High  Sciiool  course  will  have  obtained  a 


good  English  Education,  iu  the  schools  of  a  lower  grade. 
The  outside  Schools,  have  been  so  managed  that  the  pupil 
could  obtain  a  better  education,  than  many,  whom  the 
country  delights  to  honor  ever  had,  and  if  thoy  wish,  can 
enter  the  High  School  without  trouble.  The  course  of  study 
remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  tabulated  report,  some  of  our 
Schools  the  past  year  have  been  very  small.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  the  small  schools  is  the  same  as  that  of  main- 
taining the  larger  ones,  and  we  think  that  the  scholars  lose 
much  that  they  would  receive  if  there  was  a  larger  number 
of  pupils,  for  a  class  containing  but  a  single  individual  is 
interesting  neither  to  teacher,  nor  scholar  ;  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  create  any  great  amount  of  enthusiasm  in  the 
subject  studied.  There  ought  both  for  economy,  and  the 
greatest  good  of  the  pupil,  to  be  some  means  whereby  the 
Scholars  of  these  small  schools,  can  attend  the  larger  schools 
and  receive  the  advantages  derived  thei'efrom.  We  com- 
mend this  matter  to  the  serious  thought  of  all. 

The  condition  of  the  school  property  in  town  is  generally 
very  good.  During  the  year  the  Osgood  sSchool  House  has 
been  painted,  and  papered  ;  and  the  old  broken  down  fence 
around  the  school  yard  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one. 
One  or  two  of  the  other  School  Houses  ought  to  be  painted 
and  shingled  the  coming  year.  The  Committee  chosen  by  the 
tovv'u,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  March  1883,  to  repair  the 
High  School  building,  attended  to  their  duties  in  the  sum- 
mer vacation. 

In  the  High  School  rooms  the  floor  has  been  relaid  the 
old  seats  replaced  by  new  ones  of  modern  make,  and  many 
other  needed  repairs  made  and  the  rooms  now  present  a 
very  pleasant  and  comfortable  appearance.  The  Primary 
School-room,  which  has  lor  a  long  time  been  too  small  for 
its  needs,  was  enlarged  and  is  now  roomy  and  cheerful. 
The  stoves  were  taken  out  of  all  the  rooms,  and  the  whole 
building  is  now  heated  by  steam  which  as  far  as  we  are 
able  to  judge  works  very  satisfactorily.

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SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

 OF  THE  

Trustees  of  Milford  Free  Library 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milford : 

In  accordance  with  established  usage,  the  Trustees  preseut 
their  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Free 
Library  for  the  year  1883-4. 

The  Board  organized  by  choosing  Clinton  S.  Averill, 
President,  and  Dexter  8.  Burnham,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. 

The  town  appropriated  at  its  annual  meeting  in  March, 
1883,  Three  Hundred  Dollars  for  the  support  of  the  Libra- 
ry. There  has  been  received  from  fines  S20.86  ; — from  sale 
of  Catalogues,  $13.58  : — from  sale  of  duplicate  books,  $2.40, 
balance  in  hand  of  Treasure;*,  from  old  account,  $2.63, 
making  a  total  of  $339.47. 

There  has  been  paid  for  current  expenses  of  the  Library, 
$174.78  ;  for  purchase  of  cew  books,  $141.81  ;  for  period- 
icals, $22.00,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  88  cents. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  Library  fourteen  volumes  of 
periodicals,  received  in  numbers,  and  bound,  or  to  be  bound 
for  permanent  use  ; — one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  volumes 
by  purchase,  twelve  bound  and  sixteen  pamphlet  volumes 
by  donation.    Forty-six  volumes  have  been  rebound. 

The  number  of  persons  taking  out  books  in  January  1884, 
was  1108.    The  books  taken  out  for  the  year  ending  Janu- 
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ary  31.  1884,  was  equal  to  oue  volume  8979  times.  Eiglity 
three  cards  were  surrendered  during  the  year. 

LIBRARIAN  AND  LIBRARY  HOUIiS. 

Mr  Albert  A.  Cochran  lias  continued  to  hold  the  otiice  of 
Librarian  during  the  year  and  ha-  discharged  the  duties  of 
the  office  acceptably. 

The  hours  for  the  reception  and  delivery  ot'  books  has  re- 
mained unchanged,  and  are  from  two  to  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  Tuesdays.  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  :  and  fi-om 
seven  to  nine  o'clock  on  Saturday  evenings.

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CONCLUSION. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  volumes  of  new  books  have 
been  added  by  purchase  during  the  year,  coiupi'ising  works 
on  history,  travels,  poetry  and  fiction. 

A  supplemental  catalogue  of  all  the  new  volumes  added 
has  been  prepared  and  published  and  is  for  sale  at  the 
Library.  It  would  save  time  and  greatly  facilitate  the  de- 
livery of  books  if  eacli  patron  of  the  library  would  purchase 
a  catalogue  and  prepare  a  memorandum  of  books  wanted 
before  going  to  the  library,  instead  of  depending  on  the 
Library  Catalogue  and  making  selections  at  the  Library. 
Catalogues  are  sold  at  the  cost  price  and  the  expense  is  very 
small. 

Eleven  hundred  and  eight  persons  have  used  the  Li- 
brary during  the  year  and  the  average  number  for  the  last 
three  years  has  been  eleven  hundred  and  forty.  These  figures 
show  the  number  of  })ersons  taking  out  books,  but  by  no 
means  give  the  number  of  persons  actually  reading  them. 
As  the  books  go  into  familes  very  many  more  people  have 
access  to  and  read  them  than  are  shown  by  the  figures  rep- 
resenting the  number  taking  out  books.  It  is  now  sixteen 
years  since  our  public  library  was  established.  During  that 
time  it  has  steadily  increased  until  now  it  has  more  than 
three  thousand  volumes  on  its  shelves,  and  more  than  half 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  as  readers  of  its  books,  tt  has 
already  out-grown  its  present  quarters,  and  the  convenience 
and  comfort  of  those  who  use  it  demand  better  accomoda- 
tions. It  is  time  that  this  matter  received  consideration 
and  it  is  hoped  that  some  plan  may  be  suggested  whereby  the 
Public  Library  may  have  quarters  provided  for  it  which 
are  commensurate  with  its  importance.
